In the early day s of the g old mining 
erase thousands of y oung men pushed 
•ut Into the g reat northwest, without 
any very definite notion of where they 
were g oing , or what their plan of action 
would be when they g ot there. 
They 
» imply Joined tho stampede for the Pa­ 
cific Coast, hoping to g ain some trust­ 
worthy information en route; or, break­ 
ing away entirely from the main body 
of g old-seekers, they ventured into un­

Mr. Kipling ’s books have a much 
larg er sale in this country than in 
Eng land. 
In the United States about 
125,000 copies of "The Jung le Book” 
have been sold, and 8 0,000 copies of

copies of the first book and 2,500 of 
the second, althoug h the first 
book 
was Issued fourteen y ears ag o.

Those stories which have 
been translated Into French are sell­ 
ing in g reater numbers than any of 
the author’s other works ex cept “The 
Jung le Book.” 
Count Leo Tolstoi will complete his 
eig htieth y ear in September, and it is 
proposed to celebrate his birthday as 
an event of international importance. 
All civilized countries are asked 
to 
join in doing him honor, l>oth as the 
g reatest representative of Russian lit- 
tupc n~Hil as—a social idorm er who 
has set a hig h ideal of life before the 
world. 
A central committee has been 
formed In Russia to Invite represent­ 
atives of literature, social prog ress and 
the learned societies from all parts of 
the world to unite for the occasion in 
St. Petersburg or Moscow. 
It has also

leads to an insufficient treatment. 
The nasal 
coug h occurs when 
two 
morbid conditions are realized simul­ 
taneously ; these 
are an 
ex ag g erated 
sensibility of the mucous membrane of 
he nose and a local cause of irritation. 
This local ex citant may be either hay 
fever or a poly pus in the nose. 
Nasal coug hs have certain character- 
stics which may serve to render them 
recog nizable. They are dry , convulsive, 
)reg ressive, irresistible. 
What often deceives as to the cause 
of these fits of coug hing is a banal 
subjective illusion. The sufferer from 
a nasal coug h feels that it is caused 
by a pricking sensation In the lary nx , 
and, on the contrary , notices no tickling 
In the nose. 
A 
sy stematic 
ex amination of 
the 
nasal fossae of all people who coug h is, 
therefore, 
necessary . 
Sometimes a 
larg o lesion is found In them, floating 
poly pi which irritates the mucous mem­ 
brane; sometimes the latter seems nor­ 
mal, but ut certain points coug h-produc­ 
ing zones are found \vhich are revealed 
by two complimentary sig ns: produc­ 
tion of the coug h by the irritation of 
the said 
zones, 
suppression of 
tho 
coug h by the coeainlzatlon of the zones. 
The diag nosis of the nasal orig in of a 
coug h considerably attenuates its prog ­ 
nosis. This coug h when not recog nized 
continues 
almost 
indefinitely ; when 
recog nized It g ives way almost alway s 
to a rational local treatment, and some­ 
times disappears with astonishing rap­ 
idity . 
Thanks are due to M. Lerrnozey for 
calling attention to the role, scarcely 
suspected 
until 
now, by which 
tho 
mucous membrane of the nose play s in 
the persistence of certain coug hs; and 
In case of need recourse will be had to 
the 
therapeutical means 
which this 
knowledg e indicates.---Paris Edition of 
New York Herald.

A FATAL FOOL B ELIEF. 
SURPRISINGLY large cumb er of other- 
A 


wlse intelligent persons still entertain the 
b elief that, according to law, those who 
disco v er a presumab ly dead b ody must 
leave it as they find it until the coroner 
arrives or authorizes its removal. 
It is 
true that in case of a murder, or even 
of death b y accident, it is well for those who find the 
b ody to leave it and its surroundings as nearly unmo­ 
lested as is consistent with common sense. 
This is in 
order that no clew as to the manner of death may b e 
destroy ed. 
But to find a man hanging b y the neck and 
not cut him down, or to find a man floating in the 
rater and not make every effort « ^-resuscitation — pro­ 
viding, of course, that the condition of the b ody does not 
preclude the possib ility of life—is to do that which can 
b e called less than homicide only on the ground of ig­ 
norance. 
A case In point was that of Monday at Greenwich, 
Conn. 
Dominick Bond, sujiervisor of construction on a 
sea wall, fell into the water. 
His companions finally got 
hold of him, passed a rope ab out his b ody and tied it to 
a pier, supposing the man to b e dead. 
Then they sent 
for 
the coroner. 
When that official arrived he found 
the man certainly dead, b ut declared that had he b een 
removed from the w ater and ordinary means employ ed 
at the time his companions secured the b ody b e could 
have b een resuscitated. 
Strange how some of these old 
b eliefs survive!—Utica Glob e.

ANKiND is learning rapidly which of the 
my riad kinds of living things are friends 
and 
which are enemies. 
Posts that ruin 
crops are zealously studied and fought b y 
the farmer, b ut some pests that endanger 
human 
life 
are tolerated 
b ecause 
their 
ravages are not visib le to the unscientific 
ey e. 
It took b rave experiment to discover that the mos­ 
quito is a deadly enemy of man. and a long cam­ 
paign cu education was necessary to prove the fact to 
the pub lic. 
The rat, b eing odious and a destroy er of 
property , was more easily proved to b e a disease-b ear­ 
ing scourge. 
The International Association for the Sci­ 
entific Destruction of Bats, founded in Denmark, is not 
a fantastic society , as is attested b y fthe work In San 
Francisco and other cities against this creeping vehicle 
of the b ub onic plague. 
The mosquito and the rat have “got to go.” 
And so 
has the house-fly , which, far from b eing only a b uzzing 
nuisance, causes thousands of deaths a y ear. 
During 
the civil war it was found that flies carried gangrene. 
This early discovery lias b een explained b y the later 
knowledge of disease germs. 
The fly is attracted to all kinds of filth; his fact are 
b arb ed b rushes which pick up d i r t ; and his track across 
the food we eat is a path of pestilence when seen I>e- 
noath the microscope. 
lie is the “principal agent in the 
spread of ty phoid.” 
The Increase of “summer com­ 
plaints,” Intestinal diseases, is not due to hot weather— 
the human b ody easily adjusts itself to mere temper- 


ature—b ut largely to the increase of files from May to 
August. 
The tradition of the relation b etween filth and dis­ 
ease is sound; and the clean housekeeper has alway s 
fought flies with screens and fly -traps. 
These old-fashioned defenses are still practical. 
In 
addition, the keeper of horses should screen liis manure 
pile and spray it with creosote or chloride of lime. 
To 
allow flies on food is to run the risk of disease; to al­ 
low’ flics to b reed in or visit poisonous matter is to en­ 
danger one’s neighb ors.—Youth's Companion.

We hate anarchy in any form, 
ami am glad to see that one of the old- 
line companies is hard on the trail of the 
twister. 
The twister, as most of our rend­ 
ers doub tless know, seeks to switch policies 
from one company to another. 
He is like the b ee who, 
instead of getting honey from the flowers, rob s the hive 
of his neighb ors. 
In the past tw isters have b een agents 
of other companies, b ut a new ty pe has sprung up. 
He 
usually calls himself an insurance expert, or an insur­ 
ance adviser, or some other name that any thing b ut de­ 
scrib es him. 
He writes to the policy holder and asks 
for 
the privilege of showing how the latter may get 
more Insurance in some other company for the same 
rate. 
It is 
needless to say that this other company is 
often some company which lias no financial standing. 
Just at the present time the twister is living up to his 
name b y try ing to twist a wrong interpretation into the 
Armstrong law, b y say ing that deferred or tontine divi­ 
dends are outlawed, and b y attempting to scare policy ­ 
holders in other way s. 
The only way to treat the 
anarchist of life insurance is to drive him out of b usi­ 
ness b y having nothing to defwith him.—Leslie’s Weekly .

ANIMAL PSYCHOLOGY. 


The new Institute of Zoological Psy ­ 
chology has a plant on a farm in the 
neighb orhood of Paris. 
The exact lo­ 
cation, the New York Sun’s 
corre­ 
spondent say s, is kept secret, to avoid 
hindrance to the work b y crowds of 
merely curious visitors. The property 
includes meadows and b arny ards, a 
wood Of considerab le size, and n large 
pond stocked with fish. 
There are 
spacious b uildings, including modern 
stab les, a riding school, stalls for iso­ 
lating animals under special ob serva­ 
tion, an aquarium and n lab oratory . 
On the roof of the main b uilding is a 
dove-cote. 
How far the desire to study the 
hab its of living creatures under nat­ 
ural conditions may b e curried is illus­ 
trated in the fact that a complete div­ 
ing apparatus has b een provided in 
which ob servers descend to the b ottom 
of the pond. 
There they remain for 
hours, until tin* fish b ecome accus­ 
tomed to their presence, and follow 
their natural impulses In play ing and 
feeding. 
The student is thus enab led 
to note their hab its at first hand. 
The other extreme of ob servation Is 
the construction of sheltered platforms 
In the b ranches of trees, where stu­ 
dents sit through the night 
armed 
with an electric flashlight to 
watch 
the doings of owls, b ats and noctur­ 
nal insects. 
One of tlu* conclusions reached b y 
the students of the institute is that 
some animals possess a special sense 
b y which they can detect tlie presence 
of w ater even though they cannot see 
it. 
The experiments were undertaken 
at the suggestion of David Allen, a 
resident of Australia and 
a corre­ 
sponding memb er, who wrote to the 
institute of his experiences with sheep 
and cattle when b eing driven across 
country . 
In a place where the pres­ 
ence of water was wholly unexpected, 
b e say s, “the leading animals would 
suddenly lift their heads and draw long 
b reaths. 
Then they would ab andon the 
b eaten 
tracks 
and 
sta rt 
running j 
through the b rush.” 
Sometimes they 
would run a mile and a half to two j 
miles, and could not b e stopped b y the! 
drivers, their course Invariab ly leading ' 
to a pond or spring hitherto unknown, 
j 
The experiments were made on 
a 
water-rat. 
First its ey es were b linded j 
b y a b andage, and then It was placed 
In a turntab le, which was whirled round

Frogs and toads were taken to a dis­ 
tance of throe or four miles from w ater 
and turned loose.

others. 
The nature or source of this is not 
y et clearly discerned. 
The ob servers 
have named it the sense of humidity . 
They b elieve it consists in a perception 
of the direction in which the atmos­ 
phere contains most moisture.' An effort 
will b e made to discover whether any 
men possess it. 
Among the sub jects of Investigation 
is the sight of b irds and the homing 
instinct of the carrier-pigeon. 
Many of 
the memb ers of the institute are in­ 
clined to consider this a phenomenon of 
far sight. 
They have b een taking b y 
triangulation the height to which the 
b irds soar, and from tha t figuring out 
the radius of vision they attain. 
A 
b ird which reaches a height of eight 
hundred y ards can see ob jects more 
than sixty miles distant, and that they 
are keen-sighted enough to recognize 
them cannot b e doub ted. 
At three miles 
a vulture can descry the carcass of a 
kid hung on a pole.

CANADA HOME OF GOLF. 


F i r s t C l u b i n .V« *rtl» A m e r i c a F o u n d ­ 
e d n t 
M o n t r e a l . 
As In the case of that other great 
Scottish sport, curling, the honor of 
having founded the first golf club in 
America b elongs to Montreal, the C ana­ 
dian metropolis, say s Recreation. Early 
In the ’70s of the last century a Mr. 
Sidney , a well-known golfer and curler 
of his day . approached the Caledonian 
society of Montreal, whose charter pro­ 
vides for the encouragement of Scot­ 
tish sports among other things, with 
regard to the desirab ility of forming a 
golf club in Montreal. 
Nov. 4, 18 73, 
saw the Montreal Golf Club founded. 
A course was laid out on the side of 
Mount Roy al, the eminence from which 
the city derives its name, and a club 
house was b uilt. 
Mount Roy al is a 
pub lic park, b ut arrangements 
were 
made with the authorities for the use 
of the course and ever since then, y ear 
after y ear, the course has b een kept 
up at considerab le expense, until a t the 
present time it is one of the b rightest 
freshest and most wholesome looking 
stretches of Mount Roy al. To perpetu­ 
ate the memory of the man who had 
b een mainly instrumental hi the found­ 
ing of the club a hole was named after 
him and when in later y ears the club 
took up fresh quarters at Dixie, on the 
shores of r« akc St. Louis, the same 
thing was done on the new links. 
In 
18 8 4 the Montreal Golf Club , through 
the intercession of tin* Marquis of Lans- 
downe, the governor general of Canada 
at that time, with her late majesty 
Queen Victoria, ob tained the privilege 
to assume the aflix “roy al” ornl to b e 
known thereafter ns the Roy al Mon­ 
treal Golf Club .

eral Australlau sheep experts, who are 
to «’onduct tlx* ranch, have already ar- 
rived here and will leave in a few' day s 
for Cljjhuahua. 
One of the experts is 
from Patagonia. 
I p to tills time there has b een no 
« 'Itort mad« * to curry on the sheep b usi­ 
ness in Mexico on any thing approach­ 
ing a scientiti« 1 b asis. 
Sheep are allow- 
«*«1 to run at large, the rams and ewes 
together, there b eing no effort made to 
keep the b reed up. 
The English company proposes to im­ 
port 
its first stock of sheep and b uild 
up from that. These sheep will prob a­ 
b ly b e b rought from Australia. 
The 
ranch will lx* divided Into different 
parts, where sheep of different y ears 
will De kept s<*pnrated. The finest rams 
that can b e procured in Australia will 
In* imported. 
Some of th«.* b « *st native 
shc« *p will b«* retained, and b y b reed­ 
ing an« I interb reeding with the b est 
stock of imported sheep for several 
y ears tix* b reed of sheep in Mexico can 
b e b rought up to a standard that will 
<*qual any in the world. 
The Austra­ 
lian experts claim that it will take sev­ 
eral y ears to get th« * b reed up to a 
point where it is at present in Pata­ 
gonia or Australia. 
'Hie sheep Industry in Mexico here- 
tofore has b een carried on in haphaz- 
zurd way , and hone© Mexico has never 
b een counted on as a sheep 
raising 
country . The State of Zacatecas is the 
largest sheep State in Mexico at the 
present time. 
St« >ckmeii of Mexico have heretofore 
found it a difficult task to keep the 
grade b reed «>f sheep up to the stand­ 
ard owing t«> tlx* poor range. 
It Is only 
the poor grade of Mexican sheep that 
can live on tlie poor ranges of Chi­ 
huahua and Zacatecas. 
However, b y 
feeding and constant care, the b reed 
can lx* kept up, it is asserted.

TH E M A R IN E R ’S COMPASS. 


Influences Hint D ra w It from II* Al- 
IPKlnuoo t o t h e Miik<u (Ic P o l e . 
Nothing in the navigational 
equip 
ment of a ship lias been the subject of 
more anxious scientific research or re­ 
ceives more jealous care than the mar 
iner’s compass, says the Windsor Mag 
nzine. 
The popular notion of the compass 
needle always pointing north and south 
Is —well, more inaccurate 
than 
even 
popular notions usually are. 
Even un­ 
der the most favorable conditions there 
are only certain places upon the sur­ 
face of tho earth where tho compass 
needle does point north and south, and 
it is quite safe to Bay that such condi­ 
tions are never found on board of any 
ship. 
But we must go further and say that 
no more unfavorable position could be 
found for a compass than on bonfd a 
modern steamship, which is a compli­ 
cated mass of steel, all tending to draw 
the compass needle from its allegiance 
to the magnetic pole of the earth, war­ 
ring influences which must needs 
bo 
counteracted by nil sorts of 
devices 
which hedge round the instrument by 
an Invisible wall of conflicting currents 
of magnetism. 
\ 
And as if this were not enough there j 
are now huge dynamos to be reckoned I 
with, producing electric currents for all j 
sorts of purposes on 
board. 
In 
the , 
midst of these mystic currents tho poor 
little compass needle, upon which tho 
mariner depends for his guide acres4 
the trackless deep, 
hangs 
suspends] 
like one shrinking saint surrounded by 
legions of devils.

Clover In H l g h n n r i , 
George W. Cooley, engineer and sec­ 
retary of the State highway commission 
of Minnesota, has secured the co-opi-ra- 
tion of the public road office at Wash­ 
ington and the bureau of plant industry 
in his plans for experimenting In the 
construction of roads in sandy districts, 
says the St. Paul Pioneer Press. 
E x ­ 
periments along this liue were author­ 
ized at the last meeting of the highway 
commission und 
will 
be commenced 
next spring. 
Mr. Cooley plans to iflake two or 
three experiments along this line. One 
road probably will be constructed near 
Breckenridge and the others In places 
where similar conditions exist. 
I>ocal 
authorities have found it practically 
impossible to build roads k* sandy soil 
where 110 day, gravel or broken stone 
can be obtain ed except at an expense 
so great as to make it out of the ques­ 
tion, and it is for the purpose of find­ 
ing some means of building good roads 
under such conditions that the experi­ 
ments will be made. 
The federal public roads authorities 
have become interested in the plan and 
will assist to the extent of paying n 
¡»art of the expense. 
The local author­ 
ities of tho districts in which tlie roads 
are to be built will be asked to provide 
a superintendent for the work who will 
carry out the plans of the engineer. 
Mr. Cooley's plan is to plant clover 
In the road and along the sides for 
some distance, and when the clover 
attains a good growth and bet ore it 
begins to dry to cut it and mix it with 
the sand in the roadway. 
In this way 
it is expected that the nature of the 
soil will be changed in a year or two 
as to make it excellent material for 
road building. 
In a communication from the bureau 
of plant 
industries 
this question 
is 
discussed, and the opinion is given that 
It is entirely feasible. 
Yellow sweet 
clover is suggested as the kind best 
adapted for this work. 
On this subject 
the communication states: 
‘T h e last named plant has been cred­ 
ited with so completely changing fhe 
character of tlie sandy soil on King’s 
island, near Australia, as to make It 
exceedingly productive, and they are 
especially adapted to growing Iu sandy 
land.” 
The experiments will be started next 
spring where the proper conditions are 
found and the assistance of the local 
authorities can bo secured and will be 
continued for one or two years as the 
progress of tlie experiment shows Is 
necessary. 
If the first year’s work does 
not bring the soil to n condition which 
is satisfactory fur road-making pur­ 
poses, the same treatment will he given 
tlie next year and even the third year 
if it proves neecssary. 


o l l o t 
R o n d * . 
Allerton S. Cushman. assistant direc­ 
tor of the office of public roads of the 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture. at a recent meeting of the Ameri­ 
can Public Health Association in Wash­ 
ington, said : 
‘T h e American becomes a 
skeptic 
when ,\<>u confront him with a proposi­ 
tion which, to him, Is akin to the ‘cats 
of Staffordshire.* 
If lie doesn't under­ 
stand what you are talking about, lie 
assum e that you don't understand it 
yoursoif, 
lie finds dusty roads a men* 
ace only when it is brought hone* to 
him that they cost him money. 
That 
was demonstrated to the orange grow­ 
ers of California a few years ago when 
dust covered fruit no longer command­ 
ed so high a price as when free from 
dust. The result was an aroused inter­ 
est in road improvement and in dust 
suppression. 
Appeals on tlie score of 
cleanliness and good health never stir 
red the Californians, but a slump In 
the price of oranges brought about a 
wonderful era of activity. The outcome 
was gratifying, and California soon had 
dustless oiled roads. 
In that State tie' 
oils possess a higher nsphaltiun base 
than the oils of any other section of tin* 
world, and when they are spread on 
the roads tin* volatile portion <>f the oil 
evaporates and the asphaltum remains 
us a binder. 
‘T h e almost immediate success of 
this plan attracted the attention of 
highway 
engineers 
throughout 
the 
workl. 
In France and some of our 
Eastern States it was at once assumed 
that oiling was the best road treatment 
and that the longed-for solution of the 
dust nuisance problem had been found. 
“This has not been proved to be the 
case, because in many localities the 
only oil available jxissesses a petroleum 
rather than au asphaltum base. 
It lias 
been found that wlien the volatile por­ 
tion evaporates the oil left behind be­ 
comes greasy^and similar In consistency 
to vaseline. 
Such quality of oil does 
not adhere and bind the road, but is 
picked up and scattered 
by passing 
traffic, and the man who gets a ‘reason­ 
able’ quantity of it on bis clothes be­ 
comes a firm enemy to road oiling. 
“If then, as doctors say, dust means 
dirt, dirt means disease, and disease 
means death, dusty roads have no place 
in our national economics.” 


l m i » r m o 
H o a d s , 
The improvement of country roads is 
chiefly an economical question, relating 
principally to the waste of effort iu 
hauling ever bad roads, the saving in 
money, time and energy in hauling over 
good roads and the difference in the 
cost of maintaining good and bad ones, 


said a speaker at a good roads conven­ 
tion. 
A good road economizes time and 
force in transportation between the 
farms and the market, reduces wear on 
horses, harness and vehicles, Increases 
the value of real estate “contiguous to 
the roads and brings prices for farm 
products, because they can be marketed 
at less expense. 
Rural homes are 
sought after along good roads. 
Wagon 
highways are the greatest arteries of 
commerce. 
Civilization is Judged by 
the condition of the roads. 
No tax is 
as great 011 the taxpayer as bad roads. 
A bad road is a heavy tax on those 
who use it, and the worse the road the 
heavier the tax. 
Bad roads cause a de­ 
cay of agriculture. 
They impose the 
greatest of all burdens on the farmer. 
Bad roads cause people to gather in 
the cities. 
Bad roads wear out the 
horses very rapidly, thus detracting 
very largely from the profits 
of 
the 
farm. 
The ufan with the hoe— the farmer— 
wants good roads so that he may bring 
his produce to market and his family 
and himself to the neighboring town 
with less expenditure of time, wear and 
tear nnd~~trouble; 
In- sections of the 
country where the farmer 
has 
good 
roads he would not lose them for more 
than their cost and go back to the old 
system of having to haul through the 
mud and over the stones. 
He finds that 
the value of his property is increased 
and he can haul two -yes. three— times 
greater loads in less time to market 
and that he is richer nnd better because 
of the good road which connects his 
property with the neighboring town. 
This cost of hauling is a heavy tax 
on the farmers, much of which could be 
saved. 
The amount paid 
out 
which 
could be avoided by good roads is ab­ 
solutely lost. 
The farmers are unable 
to recover It in any way. 
It is a part 
of their expense which they must de­ 
duct from the gross returns 011 the sale 
of their products, nnd the only way 
that it can be avoided is by the con­ 
struction of roads that would enable 
farmers to haul heavieT loads in less 
time. 
Narrow tires and mud roads should 
speedily he sent hand in hand, as it 
were, “glimmering through the dream 
of 
tilings 
that 
were.”—Goodall'H 
Farmer.

ing and close observing than upon ttie 
modern, up-to-date farm, and no body 
of men will take higher rank for vir­ 
tue, right thinking and 
right living. 
When a United States Judge wants a 
good jury lie usually draw’s from a 
panel made up largely of farmers. The 
farmer of to-day is a great improve­ 
ment on his prototype of a generation 
ago. 
Rural delivery, 
the 
telephone 
and the daily papers are making him 
a more up-to-date citizen. 
The “gold 
brick” industry is rapidly declining, as 
the farmer grows under the influence 
of the new conditions. 
There is one need that Is 
really 
greater than those mentioned and that 
Is Good Roads. 
Good roads spell in­ 
creased prosperity, increase in farm 
values, higher education, improved so­ 
cial conditions nnd a slacking up of 
the drifting of young men and women 
from the farms to the cities; better 
church attendance, moral and spiritual 
growth and a more symmetrical devel­ 
opment of the present and coining gen­ 
erations. 
Good roads pay a larger div­ 
idend than any other Investment nnd 
they pay these dividends not once or 
twice a year, but practically every day 
in t he year. 
A State aid plan for building the 
roads so divides the burden that it is 
not oppressive, in fact there is usually 
no pronounced increase in 
the 
tax 
rate. 
Fifteen 
States 
have 
already 
adopted State aid and more are com­ 
ing into Hue. 


Parmer» Who Fight Good Iloml*. 
A large majority, probably 
three- 
fourths of the farmers of the West, 
arc In favor of good roads and would 
not object to a moderate increase In 
taxation if thereby they could have 
good roads to use. 
There is, however, 
an active and very noisy minority who 
vigorously oppose any and every move­ 
ment 
for 
building 
hard, permanent 
roads. 
What they lack 
in numbers 
they usually make up with noise. 
The backbone of this opposition is 
composed of retired farmers who have 
moved to town and rented their farms 
at from $3 to $0 i>er acre cash rent, 
or get half of the crop 
delivered. 
(Mark the deli vend), 
Under the State aid plan of build­ 
ing roads, which contemplates taxing 
of city, corporation and all other prop­ 
erty as w’ell as farm lauds, the maxi- 
muni tax that can be levied over a 
series of years for both State aid and 
local tax, lias been figured out on an 
Illinois farm will not exceed 10 cents 
per acre per year. 
There is no doubt 
about these figures being correct. The 
tax in adjoining States would be two 
or three cents ¡>er acre high, because 
there Is relatively less city 
nnd cor­ 
poration’ property to tax. 
Two per 
cent of the rent will pay the bill. Good 
roads will add from Id to 25 per cent 
to the cash value of the farms reached 
by them. 
There is no class of farm­ 
ers in the State who would be bene­ 
fited more large!c by these good roads 
than the retired farmers and none are 
so w*ell able to pay the bill.

Probably 
the 
largest-flowered 
and 
certainly one of 
the most delicately 
beautiful vines in the world is camoen- 
sia maxima, which has recently flow­ 
ered for the first time in the United 
States, says the Garden Magazine. 
Its 
pure white, fluted petals are margined 
w’ith gold, changing to u darker tinge 
with age, and have a 
delicious 
fra­ 
grance when first opening. 
The indi­ 
vidual flowers are 
sometimes 
eight 
inches long, which we believe eclipses 
even the largest flowered hybrid cle­ 
matis. 
This magnificent vine adorns 
the tops of lofty trees on the outskirts 
of forests In tropical Africa. 
The clus­ 
ters are pendulous and sometimes con­ 
tain nearly a dozen flowers. Unlike the 
sweet pea, the petals are separate— 
not forming wdngs nnd a 
keel. 
The 
standard is fully four inches across. 
The great drawback to the cultiva- 
_llon of this noble plant is that it will 
bloom only In hothouses of considerable 
size, and hitherto it has been extremely 
slow’ in coming into bloom. 
Plants were 
first distributed by Kew in 1873, but 
t flower In cultivation until 1882, 
when blooms appeared at 
Trindklad. 
However. George W. Oliver, propagator 
of the United States Department 
of 
Agriculture, 
who first 
bloomed 
the 
camoensia here, thinks it “very likely 
that this plant will flower oftener and 
more profusely in this country than in 
Europe, particularly in 
England, be­ 
cause of our higher summer tempera­ 
ture, which enables the plant to grow 
rapidly and ripen its wood.” 
The camoensia is named after the 
Sliakspeare of the Portuguese, the poet 
Camoens, author of “Lusiade.“

The adventures of no dashing rover 
of fiction make more exciting reading 
than the true history of Capt. John 
Manly. 
The valuable aid of the priva­ 
teers during the Revolutionary period 
has ahvays been recognized and ac­ 
knowledged by the navy, and it is in 
appreciation of the fact that “Torpedo 
Boat No. 22” bears the name of the 
gallant captain, Edgar S. Maclay, in 
his “History of American Privateers,” 
gives au account of Manly’« services to 
his country. 
Captain Manly took charge of the 
Cumberland I11 1779. 
Soon after ha 
took command be was captured by a 
British frigate and carried to Barba­ 
dos, where he w’as cruelly treated. His 
escape from prison was 
most 
auda­ 
cious. 
He bribed the jailer, fled from 
his confines, seized an English govern­ 
ment tender, placed the crew in irons, 
and made his way to the United States. 
He was immediately placed in charge 
of the fine ship Jason of twenty guns. 
He had hardly left port when a squall 
carried away his masts and left him 
helpless. 
The fact of 
this 
disaster, 
coupled with 
his misfortune on tho 
Cumberland, made the crew suspicious, 
and they mutinied. 
A disabled ship and a rebellious crew 
are difficulties enough 
to dishearten 
any commander; but Manly w’as not to 
be downed by untoward circumstances. 
With the vigorous help of a cutlass he 
reduced the mutiny, and brought his 
ship to port for repairs. 
More than 
that, lie took two prizes the Hazard 
and the Adventurer. 
These lie carried 
to Boston. 
There he heard that a B rit­ 
ish fleet of merchantmen, homew’ard 
bound, were supposed to be skirting the 
New’ England coast. 
Manly could not lie quiet under such 
news, and off he started In pursuit. 
One thick day the fug suddenly lifted 
and revealed to the Jason a fleet of 
forty large ships in alarming proxim­ 
ity. 
This was a bit too much, even for 
the bold captain, and by the aid of 
the fog, which fortunately shut down 
again, he escaped. 
Not long after this the Jason came 
up with the British vessel Surprise. 
“Heave to, or we will fire into you !” 
shouted the English captain. 
“Fire away I 
We have as many guns 
as you!” coolly 
replied 
Manly. 
lie 
fought bravely, but again'liis crew mu­ 
tinied and 
the Jason was 
captured. 
Manly was earned before the lord ad­ 
miral. 
“Are you not the same Manly who 
commanded 
the 
Cumberland?” 
ques­ 
tioned the admiral. 
“Yes.” 
“Were you not taken by the Thun­ 
derer?” 
“Yes.** 
“Did you not escape by bribing tha 
Jailer and taking the king's tender?” 
roared the admiral. 
Manly did not wish to Incriminate 
the jailer, so he held his peace. 
He 
was sent to England to be kept in Mill 
Prison until the end of the war, but in 
1782 he was exchanged. 
He was at 
once put in command of the Hague, and 
in thirteen days had captured a valu­ 
able prize ship. 
How much more he 
would have harried British shipping is 
not known, for he was run into Mar­ 
tinique, and blockaded there until peace 
was declared.

w ith swirling clouds which hide all e!s< 
but the awful 
figure of death, the 
ghastly 
funnel-shaped 
cloud 
whicl 
makes gigantic leaps along the ground 
uprooting trees and whirling houses 
animals and human beings through the 
air on the wings of the death-dealins 
wind.
